No more music on 
pioneer station 


w One of nation’s first 
commercial radio 
stations drops music 
format for news 


By JIM STRADER 
The Associated Press 


PITTSBURGH — The last disc 
Jockey on one of the country's pio- 
neer commercial radio stations end- 
ed his final show Friday with the 
song that refers to “the day the mu- 
sic died.” 

After Larry Richert played Don 
McLean's “American Pie," shortly 
before noon, KDKA-AM dropped mu- 
sic from its regular schedule, comi- 
pleting a gradual shift to a news, 
talk and information format. 

“That song doesn't mean anything 
to anyone here except today,” said 
John Cigna, host of the morning 
show. 

“KDKA since 1920 has been mu- 
sle-orlented. It’s the end of an era.” 

Other stations, including Detroit's 
WWJ, also contend for the litle: of 
the country’s first commercial radio 
station. But KDKA’s November 1920 
broadcast of results from the Har- 
ding-Cox presidential election is of- 
ten cited ag the inauguration of the 
radio age. 

KDKA was the successor to an 
amateur operation known as 8XK, 
which had broadcast radio tests and 
messages sporadically during World 
War 

The station’s operator, Dr. Frank 
Conrad, varied his routine for the 
first time in October 1919 by broad- 
casting the song “Old Black Joe.” 
Soon, KDKA had its own orchestra, 
singers and performers and, over the 
years, added news reporters, person- 
alities and sports announcers. 

The 50,000-watt station has long 
been Pittsburgh's ratings leader. Its 


signal at 1020 AM can be heard 
throughout the East and Midwest, 
especially at night when it bounces 
off the ionosphere. 

But management made the 
change because market research 
showed listeners were tuning in for” 
news and information, not music. 

“While it’s a sentimental favorite, 
it's not a fundamental strength of 
the radio station,” said program 
manager Chuck Dickemann. “You 
lead with your strength.” 

Edward Bliss, author of several 
books on broadcasting, said he was 
bothered by a trend that has seen 
Many stations cut back on news. 
‘I'm pleased the pioneer station is 
going in the reverse direction,” he 
said. 

But KDKA is part of another 
trend in radio: the switch away from 
music to other formats on AM. Mu- 
sic is now increasingly limited to the 
FM band, where there is a clearer 
signal and no static. 

“FM bas turned into the music 
medium and AM is the news and 
information medium,” said Jeff 
Wakefield, research director of In- 
terep Radio Store, a national radio 
sales representative based in New 
York. 


Wakefield said KDKA is the one of 
the last big AM stations to play mu- 
sic and also lead its market. But the 
station did not need music to draw 
listeners, he said. 


“They probably could have 
stopped playing music one day and 
not told anyone and no one would 
have noticed,” Wakefield said. 


KDKA is one of a few stations in 
the East which has call letters be- 
ginning with K. The Federal Com- 
munications Commussion assigns 
those letters to stations west of the 
Mississippi River and gives eastern 
stations call letters starting with W. 
Early stations were allowed to keep 
call letters assigned before the dis- 
tinction was made.

Radio industry raising its voice 


CRTC sits back and listens as broadcasters chart a bolder course for survival

A growing number of radia station 
owners are taking bolder steps to- 
ward solving their economic woes 
instead of waiting for Canada’s 
broadcasting regulator to spoon-feed 
them a solution. 

So far, much of the action has been 
in Quebec. Its electronic media have 
been hit especially bard in the re- 
cession, which has accelerated a 
long-term decline in radio’s financial 
fortunes, especially on the AM band. 

The latest example came last 
week, when rivals Telemedia Inc. 
and Radiomutuel Inc. announced 
they are taking the unprecedented 
step of, in effect, merging manage- 
ment at two of their AM stations. 

The two Montreal-based broad- 
casters have set up a jointly owned 
company to run the stations — Tele- 
media's CJMT-AM in Chicoutimi 
and CKRS-AM in nearby Jonquiére, 
which Radiomutuel is buying from 
Radio Saguenay Ltée. 

The object, Telemedia and Ra- 
diomutuel said, is to ensure the sur- 
vival of AM radio in Quebec’s Sa- 
guenay region. 

Behind the station owners’ new 
push to sort themselves out is a 
greater willingness by the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommuni- 
cations Commission to let them do 


é 


This appears to stem partly from 
the fact that the CRTC is under- 
staffed and overworked. But it also is 
a result of heavy lobbying by the Ca- 
nadian Association of Broadcasters 


for looser, more flexible regulation. 

The CAB acknowledged the regu- 
lator’s changed attitude ina letter to 
radio station members this month. 

“There is definitely receptivity to 
change on the part of the com- 
mission,” it said. “The fact is thar 
many stations have moved to ration- 
alize their operations in ways that 
nobody thought the CRTC would 
have easily accepted a couple of 
years ago.” 

The economic backdrop is a de- 
cade-long financial slump in radio 
that culminated in 1990 with a col 
lective loss among the country’s 
approximately 500 private stations 
of $26-million, on revenue of about 
$790-million, * 

The decline has flowed mostly 
from a falling share of advertising 
and greater competition, not least be- 
cause of the CRTC’s licencing of a 
host of FM stations, whigh have cap- 
tured listeners and adwigtisers from 


All this has proved tv much for 
some owners. 

One veteran radio br]ker said he 
has never seen so many tations for 
sale at one time. In a single week last 
November, for example, !4 went on 
the block. 

Diane Rheaume, acting director- 
general of the CRTC’s radio divi- 
sion, generally concurred thar there 
has been a stuft in attitude on both 
sides of the regulatory fence. 

But she indicated that the CRTC, 
concerned about communities being 
left with no local radio service, is not 
ready to countenance What some 


broadcasters see as the simplest so- 
lution: the wholesale shutdown of 
unprofitable stations. 

“We can’t let stations close down 
from one end of the country to the 
other,” she said. 

There is litce the CRTC can do to 
prevent station shutdowns when 
they occur. However, it does have 
plenty of leverage to make life diffi- 
cult for broadcasters who pull the 
plug, once those same broadcasters 
return before the CRTC on other 
business. 

As it happens, one of the proposals 
CAB made in what it called a survi- 
val strategy for private radio that it 
submitted to Ottawa last fall was 
broadcasters be allowed to shut 
down stations without fear of CRTC 
retaliation. 

Some have been willing to take the 
risk without this assurance, espe- 
cially in Quebec. 

Only about 10 days ago, Power 
Broadcasting Ltd., a subsidiary of 
the Desmarais family's giant Mon- 
treal-based Power Corp., closed its 
Shawinigan, Que. AM station 
CKSM. 

That was the fifth station killed off 
in the province in a litle more thana 
year, with Telemedia accounting for 
one and Cogeco Inc., also based in 
Montreal, for two. Elsewhere, one 
other station has closed during the 
same period — CFIQ-AM in Har- 
dour Grace, Nfld. 

Telemedia, which owns a total of 
27 stations in Quebec and Ontario, 
and Radiomutuel, which owns 13 in 
Quebec, had already taken other cre- 


ative steps to avoid oumight shur- 
downs before the deal they an- 
nounced last Tuesday, 

Acting on another CAB proposal, 
Radiomutuel, for instance, has con- 
verted its French-language AM sta- 
tion in Sherbrooke, Que., CJRS, 
from a fully staffed omginating 
station into a rebroadcaster for its 
Montreal flagship station CJMS. 

Telemedia last Fal) struck a similar 
deal with Toronto-based Standard 
Broadcasting Ltd., by which it con- 
verted its money-losing Sherbrooke 
English-language station CKTS-AM 
into a rebroadcaster for Standard’s 
Montreal station CJAD-AM. As 
part of the deal, CJAD expanded its 
news and weather coverage to 
include Sherbrooke. 

Like other broadcasters, Tele- 
media also is {ooking to cut costs 
through greater use of automation 
and syndicated and network pro- 
gramming. 

One initiative it has under way is 
converting five AM stations in cen- 
tral and Northern Ontario to the 
same country and western format, 
James McCoubrey, president and 
chief executive officer, said ina tele- 
phone interview. Instead of having a 
program director at each station 
putting together playlists, the com- 
pany now has centralized this. 

“It’s not just a matter of cost re- 
duction,” Mr. McCoubrey said. “We 
believe we can doa betterjob.  . if 
we combine resources and program 
the stations from one place. We're 
trying to put out a better product less 
expensively.”

THE QUANTUM LOOP 
A COMPACT, HIGH-GAIN FERRITE ROD ANTENNA 
Gerry Thomas 


With the price of ferrite rods going through the roof, I decided to see if I could 
design a loop antenna using a minimum of ferrite and a maximum of amplifier. The result 
of this experimentation is a loop I call the Quantum Loop ("quantum" -- a small packet of 
energy; "loop" -- well, you know loop). 

Whereas most loop amplifiers for antennas using 10"-16" rods put out between 15 dB 
and 25 dB of gain, my more modest 8" rod antenna would require an additional 6-12 dB of 
gain. So, I was shooting for amplification in the 30-35 dB range. As it turned out, I was 
able to design an amp that delivers between 42-48 dB of gain across its tuning range. Of 
course, this degree of amplification would be of little benefit if you had 20 dB of amplifier 
hiss to go along with it. So, low-noise components were chosen and the result is quite 
satisfying. Also, because this level of gain is not always desirable (overloading problems 
can occur in receivers with Jesser front-ends/mixers), a gain control was included in the 
design. 

In addition to the preceding requirements, I also have a few preferences of my own 
regarding loop operation: (1) I prefer the tuning knob to be on the stationary loop base 
and not on the revolving loop head; (2) [ like a loop head which rotates continuously 
(without stops) and, of course, tilts; (3) I also wanted a loop head that was removable so 
that the antenna could easily be placed in a suitcase; and (4) for the sake of domestic 
tranquility, I desired a finished loop which looked sufficiently attractive to spare me from 
the critical comments which toops usually evoke from my wife,

The loop tunes from 530 kHz to 
2000 kHz in two ranges and has a 
variable gain control and on/off 
switch. Power is supplied by either 
a 9VDC battery or an AC wall 
adapter (switch selectable). Figure 
2 shows the front panel lay-out.

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CONSTRUCTION DETAILS 
; Be aware that the construction of the Quantum Loop is LABOR INTENSIVE! If 
this project is beyond your available time or abilities, see the last paragraph of this article. 


A. Loop Head Housing -- 

The overall dimensions of the housing are 8-1/2"(L) x 1-3/4"(H) x 2-1/2"(D), The 
Quantum Loop’s ferrite housing is constructed of black plexiglas; all panels are 1/8" thick 
with the exception of the base panel which is a sturdier 3/16" in thickness. The pieces are 
cut to the dimensions illustrated in Figure 3.

_ One hole (1/8" diameter) is drilled in the base panel to allow the passage of the loop 
coil’s wires down to the amplifier base and two 3/16" holes are drilled to permit the 
fastening of the tilting assembly. The panels are glued together to form the box-like 
housing with the front panel left off until the rod/coil assembly is installed. 


B. Tilt Assembly -

C. Chrome Pedestal and Base - 
The chrome tube pedestal is a threaded microphone tube and screws into the 


microphone holder (preceding section). I bought the 6" model (Atlas Sound AD-8B) and 
cut it in half to provide a 3" pedestal. I also used a chrome base collar (Atlas Sound AD- 
11B) to add lateral stability. Unfortunately, these collars have an interior thread which 
must be removed by filing or reaming before the pedestal tube can rotate freely. Because 
the chrome tube is grounded and because it shares ground with loop coil and electronic 
circuitry, it is noticeably "RF hot" in some situations (e.g, deep nulls). To remedy this, I 
slid a 1-1/2" length of 5/8" (ID) clear vinyl tubing onto the tube to insulate it and provide 
a comfortable grip for loop head rotation. 


D. Phone Plug Bearing ~ 

The loop head rotates on a standard 1/4” phone jack which has been epoxied into 
the interior of the chrome tube (see Figure 4). Wires from the loop coil are routed down 
through the microphone holder and chrome tube and are soldered ta the plug’s terminals. 
Don’t waste your time with the Taiwanese/Korean/Japanese phone plugs and jacks; they 
are generally constructed of inferior materials and will break or wear out in telatively short 
order. Use only American-made Switchcraft components (#12B and #297); they are-heavy, 
nickel-plated brass and are still going strong after six years in my loops. 


E. Loop Amplifier Base - 

I chose a sloped-front aluminum cabinet (which allows more comfortable tuning) to 
house the loop’s amplifier. The LMB752 (from Mouser) fits the bill nicely but comes in 
a beige/tan color scheme which I changed to satin black, First, mount the Switchcraft 1/4” 
phone jack in the center of the top of the cabinet, then mount the chrome collar (which 
reinforces the chrome pedestal) so that it too is centered (sheet metal screws are fine). 
Drill holes in the rear of the cabinet to accommodate the battery holder, patch cord 
connection, and AC adapter jack and install these components. The other holes in the 
cabinet depend on your lay-out of the electronic circuitry, so I won't give specific 
dimensions for those. I have found the sloped front of the cabinet to be ergonomically 
effective in permitting fine tuning knob adjustments and reducing arm/wrist fatigue so a 
sloped front cabinet is definitely recommended. 


F. Amplifier Details -- 


Figure 5 provides the schematic of the loop amplifier. Parts lay-out is not 
particularly critical as Jong as straight-line design and minimal lead Jength principles are 
followed.

VC1 is a dual-ganged, {5-266 pF polyvaricon variable capacitor (Mouser # 
24WC001) with the two gangs connected to provide a capacitance range of about 30-530 pF. 
(This capacitor requires a shaft extension - a 625" x .25" nylon spacer glued and held in 
place by a 2.5mm x .75" machine screw; VC1 must be mounted on a plastic base). Ci isa 
470 pF silver mica capacitor which is switched across VC1 to allow low-end tuning. The 
signals from the rotor and stator tabs of the VC1 are routed to the gates of Q1 and Q2. 
Transistors Q1 and Q2 are J310 JFETS. These are extremely low noise devices and provide 
approximately 20 dB of gain across the tuning range. They are arranged in a common 
source configuration with source by-pass capacitance (C2 and C3). The’signal is taken off 
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the drain of one transistor and capacitively coupled (C4) to Gate 1 of Q3. Transistor Q3 
is a dual-gate, diode protected, low-noise MOSFET (40673); it, too, is in the common source 
configuration with gain being controlled at the source by R7. [NOTE: After designing and 
testing this circuit, I learned that Motorola and RCA were ceasing production of the 40673 
MOSFET; the recommended substitute is the 3N201, but I have not yet tried it}, L2 is an 
inductor measuring 820 uH which resonates with the stray capacitance of the components 
and circuit to provide an amplification peak at the Jow end of the tuning range. Actually 
any choke in the 800 - 1200 uH range should be suitable because the stray capacitances can 
vary a bit depending on a number of factors. The output of Q3 is taken off the drain and 
is capacitively coupled to the output jack for connection to the receiver. You may notice 
that there is no impedance matching network or low impedance emitter-follower circuitry 
in this amplifier design. The gain of the amplifier is such that I decided to design for a 
medium impedance output to adequately match either high (500-1000 Ohm) or low (50 
Ohm) receiver inputs. The gain of the Quantum Loop is sufficiently high that I didn’t feel 
it was worth it to perfectly match impedances to gain a couple of dB. 


The ferrite rod I used has a permeability of 125 mu and is 8” in length and 3/8” in 
diameter. The coil is of litz wire (64") resulting in 31 turns (with a center tap at turn 16) 
on a 1/2" polystyrene coil form (this tubing is available from aquarium supply houses). If 
you are using the more popular Amidon 7-1/2" rod, you will need 66-68" of litz and 33 turns 
to cover the tuning range. The overall inductance of the coil is 100 uH when centered on 
the ferrite rod. It is extremely important that both legs (to ground) be exactly equal in 
inductance in order to attain perfect loop balance. (An inductance meter is invaluable here 
and is well worth the $125-$150 outlay to the inveterate experimenter.) The coil’s center 
tap and ends are soldered to a three-lug terminal strip mounted in the loop housing and 
RG-174U coax continues the signal path out of the housing, down the chrome tube to 
lerminate on the lugs of the 1/4" phone jack. RG-174U coax then routes the signal from 
the jack to the circuit board and the rotor and stator of VC1. Equal lengths of coax from 
each side of the coil must be used throughout this routing to preserve the balance of the 
coil. 

The ferrite rod/coil assembly is shock-mounted in a length of pipe insulating foam 
(available from hardware stores) which fits snugly in the loop housing. At this point, you 
can wrap a width of conductive tape (aluminum or copper) 3/4ths of the way around the 
foam which, when connected to the terminal strip’s ground lug, will provide shielding for 
the loop. Quite frankly, ’'ve found that shielded loops work only in certain situations and 
generally reduce the coil’s Q (and therefore, loop gain) so, there’s a trade-off. 


H. Power Supply -- The Quantum Loop requires 9VDC which can be supplied by either 
a 9-voit battery or a 9-volt AC adapter and can be selected by a front panel-mounted 
switch. The Quantum Loop draws between 10 and 15 mA which is about 2X-3X the current 
requirements of some of my earlier amplifiers but, nonetheless, a 9-volt battery should last 
a fair length of time. 


[. Signal Output -- The output of the JEET/MOSFET amplifier is routed to a cabinet- 
mounted jack and ultimately fed via cable to the receiver. Over the years I must have tried 
about two dozen different kinds of patch cables. It’s been my experience that in loop 
applications the impedance of these cables is irrelevant. I’ve used everything from 50 Ohm 
coax to high impedance microphone cable and have never been able to discern any 
difference at all. What is important, however, is the amount of shielding the cable 
possesses. Coax cable shielding runs from about 70% to 100%; choose 100% shielded cable 
and your site/night/vertical effects will be minimized. The best cable I've found is 
computer Local Area Network trunk cable such as “Ethernet.” Unfortunately, this stuff is 
really expensive and hard to find in short lengths. There exists 100% shield RG-8/M, RG- 
58, and various microphone cables; use one of these. 


LOOP OPERATION 


A. Set-up -- Plug the loop head fully into the amplifier base and connect the patch cable 
to both the loop base and receiver. Install a 9-volt battery or plug in the AC adapter and 


turn the loop and receiver on. Position the loop away from the radio’s digital display (if 
it has one) and as far away from electrical wiring and other antennas as is practical. 
Positioning the Quantum Loop too near radios with poorly shielded cabinets (e.g., portables) 
could result in antenna/circuitry interactions and a resulting oscillation. 


B. Tuning -- The Quantum Loop tunes in two ranges: 530-700 kHz in the "L" position; and 
700-2000 kHz in the "H" position. In lieu of a vernier tuning dial, | opted for a dual 
diameter tuning knob. This is nothing more than a skirted knob measuring 1-1/2” at the 
skirt and about 7/8” at the grip. The smaller diameter grip allows for fast tuning while 
tuning by using the wider skirt permits easier fine tuning. Tuning of the Quantum Loop is 
very sharp and should be done carefully. 


C. Gain Setting - The Quantum Loop possesses more than adequate gain for most of my 
DxXing situations. I’ve found that most radios (at least those I own) tend to perform best 
if the station of interest is producing no higher than an S-9 on the S-meter. Running the 
Quantum Loop so that most signals are in this ball park will take a load off your radio’s 
front-end and mixer. As you are adjusting the gain, you will notice that the range of 
adjustment does not allow you to completely eliminate moderately strong and strong 
stations. This was a design decision on my part because I’ve never had the need to 
completely eliminate the signal (via gain setting) of a desired station, A brouhaha by users, 
however, would cause me to change the design. On a related topic, the dynamic range of 
the front-end J310 JFETs is in excess of 100 dB (according to the manufacturer and my own 
tests). I’ve not measured the present JFET/MOSFET amplifier for dynamic range because 
I’ve only used it in loop applications where signal levels are pitifully low. 


D. Nulling -- I usually position the loop so that my elbow rests on the desktop and my 
fingers grip and rotate either the insulated vinyl tube or the microphone holder; I don’t use 
the loop housing to rotate the antenna because the height is a little less comfortable and 
because the added leverage could strain the plug/jack. 

To null weak to moderately strong stations, simply rotate the antenna for a minimum 
signal. As the null approaches, slow down, the null is very sharp and the deepest null is at 
a single point in the semi-circular rotation. On strong stations, especially locals in the 
daytime, it will probably be necessary to both rotate and tilt the loop. For this, I usually 
grip the loop housing to simultaneously tilt and rotate the loop. Here too, the deepest null 
will occur at a precise combination of tilt and rotation. I have no problem completely 
eliminating all of my Jocals but the strongest is only 10 kW; it is possible that a station 
producing unusual signal polarization will resist all attempts at nulling. Luckily, these 
Stations are fairly rare. 

On a related note: If the Quantum Loop is constructed as described, Le. ensuring 
identical inductances in each leg of the coil path, you will end up with a nearly perfectly 
balanced loop (except for the fact that I’ve found a very slight measureable difference in 
the rotor’s and stator’s capacitances to ground). If you were to operate this loop far from 
antennas, housing wiring, metal cabinets, etc., the two opposite nulls would be virtually 
identical in depth and exactly 180 degrees apart. However, this ideal DXing location is not 
the typical one. Consequently, depending upon your location, you may find one null to be 
slightly deeper than the other and one null to be slightly skewed by a few degrees. In 
practical DXing terms, there’s little you can do about this. 


E. Routine Maintenance — I’ve been using this basic design since about 1986 with no major 
failures. About the only thing I do to maintain the loop is occasionally remove the loop 
head from the amplifier base and clean and lubricate the phone plug with WD-40, I 
similarly clean and lubricate the stabilizing collar on the top of the base periodically. 


All in all, 'm quite satisfied with the overall design and performance of the 
Quantum Loop but am open to suggestions for improvement. As I mentioned earlier, this 
is a very labor intensive construction project which requires tools and test equipment that 
may not be available to everyone. For this reason, I’ve assembled the components to make 
about 20 Quantum Loops. The price for one of these initial 20 is $125 (plus $4 UPS). This 
includes the AC adapter, patch cord, and connector of your choice (specify standard UHF, 
BNC, RCA, or alligator clips).

Answers to members' questions, from the basic to the technical 


Hello, again! We have an interesting array of 
questions this time, so we'll get right to it! 


QUESTION: I have noticed that it is almost 
impossible to buy a consumer portable AM-FM 
radio and tune the dial without hearing 
shortwave broadcast,code, and the like. Why is 
this ? 

ANSWER: There are all sorts of reasons for 
this, many of which are covered in the article 
"How to Live With a Budget Receiver” contained 
in the NRC Receiver Reference Manual, Volume L 
and still more of which are discussed in the 
article “Spurious Signals” by the late Gordon 
Nelson (NRC Reprint # R-1). Receiver design 
compromises are the largest single cause. In 
order to make receivers lighter and smaller, such 
DX necessities as multiple conversion stages and 
filtration are reduced or omitted. Another cause is 
the relaxation of regulation and the resultant 
proliferation of stations, more having higher 
power, and more with directional arrays which 
concentrate the signal in such a way as to be 
more likely to cause receiver overload when 
listening nearby in the main pattern. The 
combination of these factors which frequently 
occurs is quite devastating. 


QUESTION: What's the deal with “scratchy” 
volume controls ? Frequently these become 
unusable after the radio hasn't been used ina 
while. Could I pack a simple portable radio away 
for a hundred years and expect it would work 
whenever someone opened it? 

ANSWER: If you can get by the probability 
that appropriate batteries wouldn't be available 
after that time, and that batteries generally won't 
last over time, the answer is only a “maybe”. If 
stored under optimum conditions of temperature, 
humidity and dust elimination, it might be 
possible. Generally, however, we know that 
many of the components used in the first tube 
radios which were manufactured in the 1920's 
and 1930's (capacitors and transformers in 
particular) did not stand the test of time. Since we 
have no way of knowing about current 
components, it’s really a toss-up. 


QUESTION: Why do some stations have pre- 
sunrise authority at lower powers than their 
normal night power ?, ANSWER: Although this 
subject is discussed in detail in my article “What 
is a Pre-Sunrise Authorization?” (NRC Reprint # 
D4), the short answer is that either they are using 
their daytime antenna authorization or an 
antenna configuration more favorable than their 


night pattern. The night power is relative to the 
pattern used, and the critical issue is the 
combination of the two, not just the power. 


QUESTION: Why do some stations apply to 
lower their power ? You would think that they 
would want to have the greatest power possible 
to reach the most listeners. 

ANSWER: The answer is similar to that for 
the prior question. It’s all a matter of the 
combination of power and pattern. A lower 
power with a less severe pattern may net them 
more listeners than a simple power increase, and 
it may also cause less interference to co-channel 
or adjacent channel stations. In some cases, it 
may become technically impossible or expensive 
to achieve or maintain a power/pattern 
combination which may have looked good “on 
paper” or in test. 


QUESTION: Why are stations spaced every 
10 kHz. in North America, every 9 kHz. in 
Europe, Asia and Africa, and every 5 or 10 kHz. 
in Central and South America? 

ANSWER: The quick answer is that in most 
cases it’s a matter of politics in the creation of the 
particular international broadcast treaty or 
agreement which is negotiated in that part of the 
world. Another factor in that is that in most 
European, African and Asiatic countries there are 
fewer AM stations than in North America, and 
pretty much always have been. For whatever 
reason, adjacent channel interference tends to be 
more of a problem here. 


QUESTION: How should I determine what 
receiver to buy? What antenna to use ? 

ANSWER: This is probably the most 
frequently-asked question and yet the hardest to 
answer, because everything is subjective, and the 
individual DX’er's interests, physical space 
limitations, local environment and financial 
considerations are all highly variable. I would 
suggest several articles: “How to Live with a 
Budget Receiver" in the "NRC Receiver Reference 
Manual - Volume 1"; any receiver review in 
reprints which may seem appropriate. As to 
antennas, there are numerous variables, some of 
which are dictated by what the receiver will 
accommodate. A balanced, amplified loop, for 
example, requires three terminals. Most other 
loops require two. A wire and ground require 
two. Many receivers only have an antenna 
terminal. Both volumes of the NRC Antenna 
Reference Manual contain articles for loop 
construction -- from simple to complex. A loop is 


a directional, generally indoor antenna. A wire 
can be indoors or outdoors, and, at short 
distances (under 100 feet) is pretty much 
nondirectional. Longer wires (up to Beverage size 
-- 1000’ plus at minimum) display varying 
directional characteristics, becoming more 
pronounced with increasing length. Good BCB 
results can be achieved with a wire of as little as 
30 or 40 feet in length, if it is straight, insulated 
from its mounting points and from objects 
touching it in midspan, if it's not near any known 
electrical noise sources, and if the feed wire is 
situated and shielded properly (see Dallas 
Lankford's DXN articles last fall). Finally, don't 
overlook the DX value of many of today’s digital 
AM/EM car radios. I do about 70% of my DX on 
one, and have since I became active again 3 years 
ago. I realize that this isn’t a specific answer, and 
that it may not be of immediate help, but I would 
suggest holding off on buying a receiver right 
away, and perhaps to experiment with a very 
basic loop and/or wire antenna to get started.

Most of us started that way until we grew more 
accustomed to the available options. Watch 
DDXD and IDXD for names and model numbers 
or receivers which you may have seen in prior 
shopping, and remember them for the future. 


FINALE: The prior question raises a point 
that perhaps someone with the time and 
experience to do so might want to consider 
researching and writing an up-to-date article 
summarizing what types of budget receivers are 
available, and what their features are. Perhaps a 
basic survey of BCB DX antennas might be 
another article topic. ; 

Okay, that does it for this time. I'd like to get in 
one more column this season, and my target date 
would be late April or early May. That means a 
deadline in early April. Let's see what we can get 
in here by then!

Greetings and salutations, all static fans! 
Time again for more news of the industry, of 
interest to DXers ...In light of the demise of the 
Birch radio ratings service, Willhight Research 
has decided to make its service available 
nationwide. Willhight is a 10-year-old 
Seattle-based ratings firm which regularly 
surveys many Northwestern markets. 
Willhight says it has no plans to provide a 
nationwide service such as that provided by 
Birch; rather, it will survey a market only if 
there is station support for its service. 
Willhight uses a 24-hour telephone recall 
method with larger-than-normal sample 
sizes. For example, in Yakima County, WA, 
Arbitron bases its ratings survey on a 350- 
diary sample, while Willhight's in-tab sample 
size there is 1,000. The company’s research is 
also rather detailed, asking respondents for 
call letters, band and dial position, city, 
format, slogans, special programs, and DJ 
names ... On a related note, Arbitron has listed 
WPLJ-FM NYC below the line in the fall ‘91 
ratings. Though no ratings distortion 
occurred, Arbitron stated that “radiothon” 
promotions which blend discussion of ratings 
from prior surveys with requests for listener 
support and/or statements emphasizing the 
importance of ratings, have the potential to 
create bias in current or future surveys.” I see 
WPL] has finally dropped the "Mojo" moniker. 
Guess they figured out nobody knows (or 
cares) what it's supposed to mean ... Mom and 
Pop radio stations could become separate 
entities as a result of an FCC ruling late in 
February. The Commission abolished its 
policy that the media holdings of one 
marriage partner are automatically 
attributable to the other, unless the spouses 
prove that they maintain separate careers and 
don't exert control over each other's media

holdings. Spousal relationships will now be 
treated the same as other family relationships, 
the bottom line being that Mom and Pop may 
now compete within the same market! ... An 
update on WJDM-1530, Elizabeth, NJ's bide 
for going full-time: The NJ congressional 
delegation recently tacked a rider onto 
telemarketing legislation which requires the 
FCC to find a way to get larger-market 
daytimers on the air at night. The daytimer 
must be the only station in a city of more than 
100,000, and the city must be within the FCC- 
recognized service contours of a protected 
clear-channel AM on an U. S.-controlled 
frequency, to qualify for the legislation. 


According to research by Radio Business 
Report and the M Street Journal, only two 
other stations might benefit. KIDZ-1510 
Independence, MO, and WUFL-1030, Sterling 
Heights, MI. WJDM owner John Quinn says 
he doesn't expect to get nighttime 
authorization in the current AM band. 
Instead, “I want to be the first station 
authorized in the new, expanded AM band.”... 
And lastly, the FCC has been asked to 
reconsider some provisions of the recently- 
introduced AM rule change package. A major 
problem, according to the Association of Fed. 
Comm, Consulting Engineers, is the "10% 
Rule”, requiring any AM station that wants to 
increase power or move its tower to cut its 
signal radiation by 10% in the direction of all 
stations within a few hundred miles, even if it 
is not presently required to protect such 
stations. AFCCE says this new rule “will 
discourage facilities changes that could be 
beneficial to the AM industry.” .....

Sharp eyed NRCer Jeff Mutter along, via the 
Charlotte Observer, that WBT-1110, in 
Charlotte, NC, has decided not to sell any air 
time for political ads. The station says they 
don't have to accept advertising. The bottom 
line appears to be money as the F.C.C.

available. According to an F.C.C. ruling, 
January 4th, stations are not obligated to 
accept political ads. This ruling doesn't affect 
Federal races ... After a brief stay in the BIG 
APPLE, Garrison Keillor is taking his cast 
back home to its roots, "the little town that 
time forgot and that decades can not improve 
(Lake Wobegon.)” The American Radio 
Company is going back to the World Theater 
in St Paul, where its original show, the Prairie 
Home Companion got its start in 1974.

WRBQ-1380, in Tampa, has gone the satellite 
fed route, carrying the Touch, an urban adult 
contemporary format from the Satellite Music 
Network in Dallas. SMN reports that it has 
over 1,000 affiliates across the United States 
and the Caribbean ... Despite pretty good 
ratings, the Ron Reagan Show has been 
dropped by KSDO-1130 after a two-year run. 
He will be replaced by Rush Limbaugh, who 
recently found himself without a home in the 
market when XTRA-690 announced its plans 
to go All-Sports ... Carl Dabelstein reports, via 
the St. Paul Pioneer Press, that WCCO's Boone 
and Erickson Duo is splitting up after a 30 
year run. Charlie Boone will be replaced by 
Dave Lee. Boone will remain with the station 
in a number of on-air capacities. The famous 
Boone-Erickson skits will remain on the air for 
at least another year, with a possibility of an 
extension if they can come to a contractual 
agreement ...

An attorney 
for Evergreen Media Corporation claims "free 
speech" issues are at stake .. WCBS-AM, the 
flagship station of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, has avoided stiff fines, having gotten off 
with a written reprimand, for failure to properly 
carry out its alerting responsibilities as part of the 
EBS system. WCBS played a pre-recorded 
alerting tape, not the live tones required (part 
73.94). The tape system did not transmit a pure 
tone, thus the dedicated alerting receivers, 
employed by stations down the line, were not 
activated during Hurricane Bob's arrival on the 
east coast last summer. The F.C.C. said the 
WCBS avoided fines due to their past record of 
EBS support.

spokesman said, it looks unfair, but it really isn't.

President (News) of Westwood One's Mutual 
Broadcasting and NBC Radio, will be the host of

WSCR has a 
limited broadcast day, as the BIG Texas voice of 
WBAP shares the same frequency ... The Business 
Radio Network has begun a new programming 
service to be called "The American Forum.” AF 
will feature interactive talk programming and 
incorporate Star Communications "Sports Extra" 
and “Sports Final" ... NRCer Eric Bueneman 
checks in with some interesting tidbits... WFOM- 
1230 in Marietta, GA has been sold to Toccoa 
Falls College and is expected to change 
programming to a light Contemporary Christian 
format .. Michael Dixon has replaced Bruce 


Bradley on KMOX-1120, in Saint Louis ... The’ 


Business Radio Network has a new affiliate in St 
Lou having signed on WRYT-1080 ... KGIR-1220 
has signed on to _ satellite fed programming 
picking up SMR’s Stardust package ... WSJP- 
1130, in Murry, Kentucky has started 


programming Rock on Friday and Saturday 
nights, departing from their usual Country & 
Western offering ... KGLD-1380 has changed its 
calls to KASP and is now programming All- 
Sports ... WQXI-790, in Atlanta, has affiliated 
with the NBC radio Network ... Atlanta's long- 
time talker Ludlow Porch has an interesting on- 
air arrangement. He is live on WGUN-1010 and 
can be heard overnight, on a tape delayed basis, 
on WSB-750. Ludlow’'s show also airs on 
WNEX-1400, in Dublin, and WMLT-1330, in 
Milton, Georgia ... WDGR-1210, Dahlonega, GA 
has gone off the air for financial reasons ... 
NRCer Barbara Lombardi checks in with 
information on WADS in Ansonia, CT. WADS's 
impending sale has been put on hold, as former 
employees have filed suit contesting the sale. The 
station's management and engineering practices 
have also come under close scrutiny. The station 
programs heavily in Portuguese, despite the fact 
that only 2 to 3 percent of the area's population is 
Portuguese. One of the station's owners also 
owns WACM in West Springfield, MA which 
programs a similar format. ‘The station has “no 
overhead" as it canned all its on-air and support 
staff, now relying exclusively on independent 
programmers, who sell advertising on their own 
shows and pay the management a share of the 
revenues ... Tampa's WFLA didn't look too good 
on a recent 20/20 segment, on ABC. The station's 
defacto conditions of employment came under 
quite an attack. Interesting to note that the station 
settled out of court with the primary party 
involved ... G. Gordon Liddy, of 
Watergate fame, has surfaced as a mid-day 
talk show host on WJFK, from 10 a.m. to 2 
p-m. weekdays. Interesting to note that 
WAEC, in New York City, also was in the 
bidding war for his services ... WAVA, in our 
nation’s capitol, has been sold to Salem 
Communications. Look for a programming 
change to Religion, just as the company did 
with WMCA in New York a few years ago ... 
Ken and Daria Dolan, who host a 1-3 p.m. 
money show on WOR will be adding business 
reports to their schedule on the morning 
Rambling with Gambling Show ... The 
National Association of Broadcasters (NAB) 
has formally endorsed a plan to encourage In- 
Band development of Digital Audio 
Broadcasting (DAB) technology. Other parties 
in this action have proposed additional 
frequency allocations for this new technology. 
As this battle continues the World 
Administrative Radio Conference (WARC) is 
taking place in Torremolinos, Spain ... In 
response to the recent rash of hoaxes 
perpetrated by on-air personalities, the F.C.C. 
is looking to re-evaluate its regulations on the 
subject to tighten things up a bit. The NAB 
has voiced objections, as the current rules are 
too vague ... In the new budget submitted by 
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President Bush holds, the F.C.C. will see an 
improvement in its bottom line from $126.9 
million to $153.3 million in 1993 ... CNN 
Radio programming will be beamed to Africa 
via satellite’s AfriStar 1 when it commences 
broadcasting in early 1993. They will be using 
S-band DAB technology ... Here are some of 
the new frequency assignments for the 
expanded AM band: KJLA, Kansas City to 
1660, WLKE, Lakeland, Florida to 1680, 
WKCM, Hawesville, Kentucky to 1640, 
WAOK, Atlanta, Georgia to 1670, KHVN, Fort 
Worth, Texas to 1660, WDNB, Daytona Beach, 
Florida to 1640, and WONE, Dayton, Ohio 
will be moving upward, but is currently 
awaiting its new allocation ... Radio 
Broadcasting Data Systems (RBDS) will start 
to take a foothold here in the United States, 
once the F.C.C. establishes standards, 
expected in mid-1992. This system, which 
has been employed in Europe for many years, 
allows radio listeners to receive data via a 
scrolling screen on a standard AM radio. 
These systems are popular in Europe. 
Stations transmit their call signs, slogans, 
general and emergency information to 
listeners via a sub-carrier. General Motors 
already has a car unit with decoder ready to 
go ... Bill Mazer, one of the best sportscasters 
in New York, has surfaced on WEVD-1050, as 
the new morning man 5:30 to 10 am. 
weekdays. It is interesting to note that Mr. 
Mazer has been on 1050 before, as he had 
worked for WMGN, WHN and WFAN. His 
new bosses say he can talk about anything he 
wants, not just sports ... Empire of the Air: The 
Men Who Made Radio, by Skidmore College 
professor Tom Lewis, has been a BIG hit with 
radiophiles. This PBS documentary traces the 
roots of radio broadcasting and was most 
enlightening.

Who Pays Attention 


to the Radio?

Perhaps This is a bad selection for a title to 
this little article. To the reader, if there is 
anyone who might read it, perhaps he would 
have liked to ask: "Who listens to the radio?" 
or “Who hears the radio while doing 
something else?" That expression, “pays 
attention”, is the same as saying that nobody 
pays attention to the radio at all, because 
listeners have lost the faith they had in it. 
Maybe the reader is right, although if that is 
his reasoning, he reveals himself as a 
nominalist, and, for that reason, he would like 
to start useless arguments. 

It is of no importance what is the meaning 
or where that expression "pays attention” 
leads to. In a vulgar language we have 
always said that we should not hear what is 
being said, but just that: “nobody pays 
attention to it.” 

The world radio, and, in the same way, our 
radio, have entered since some years ago into 
a new stage in its commercial history, which 
is already seventy years old. Television, and 
in some cases, the same flat press, have been 
forced to renew itself or just adopt a new style 
and, probably, a new objective. 

When I was a child, and I hope I am not 
the only one who has had that experience, 
radio was a household instrument which 
completed the winter evenings around the 
heater, and to many it was the beginning of 
sleeping. When there were still readers, and 
the soap operas had already started, based on 
second-hand literature, radio challenged but it 
did not reject the community reading. At least 
in my home, after listening to the radio 
versions of three or four novels, we used to 
read those same novels in groups, perhaps 
with the intention of checking if the radio 
novel was as exact as the original. So, that 
way we read, for instance, “Sinfonfa Pastoral" 
by Armando Palacio Valdes, “Marianela” by 
Benito Pérez Galsés, and “Cristina Guzman", 


one of those big books as we used to call them 
today, by Carmen de Icaza. [Those are famous 
Spanish novels -C. O.] 

Interview programs had not yet been 
introduced, and we did not know what a 
panel was, except for that thing tat separates 
once space from another one. "The round 
table” was not yet conceived, and the 
newsreels, in spite of being entitled as “the 
spoken daily news", did not go beyond the 
government opinion. That is the reason why 
for a long time people denominated these 
newsreels as “the part” (or the report), remind 
you that something like this used to be 
broadcast during the war, any war. 

As radio wanted to be everywhere, some 
dramas were broadcast directly from the 
stage. I think that all those interested in it, 
and I was one of them, had to develop their 
imagination, as the only thing that the speaker 
did was to read the cast, and, then in a low 
voice, describe the setting before saying 
goodby until the intermission. 

A long time later, radio defined its social 
role, its finality and style. No doubt that the 
newspapers must have been one of the 
decisive factors for the new stage of radio. The 
same had happened with documental films; 
the Second World War made radio a very fast 
and more trusted source of information and a 
lot more when it came from a foreign radio 
station. 

Since then, and still more when several 
countries lived in a stage of political freedom 
or just tolerance, radio ratified its role of a 
trusted communicator. Due to the lack, then, 
of portable recording equipment, and, with a 
great deal of imagination, radio information 
won its place with rapidity and even with 
dynamism. When the speaker said: “Now we 
connect with our microphones installed at the 
place of the action,” the family seated at the 
table ordered the forks to be quiet, and we all 
looked toward the receiver, as if in this way 
the news could be heard much better. We 
don't know why but the ear required the eye in 
order to catch much better what was being 
said. 

When television entered in a real 
competence with radio - and much more now 


when we have other resources of 
simultaneous transmissions - the second one 
had to question itself seriously what was its 
real work. And one of its salvation boards 
was to become a “background music station”, 
because it could do this better than anybody 
else. because of that, radio, during the sixties 
and seventies, starts to change its face and 
becomes a simple broadcaster of music for all 
tastes, only interrupted by the announcer who 


speaks at the same volume of that music and 
then the unavoidable set of commercials. 

With that kind of radio, the traveling 
companion, or just as a work complement, 
who is going to pay any attention to it? Who 
is going to stop and listen as we did during 
the forties? And finally, who is going to care 
for that? 


In our country, in order to stay alive, our radio 
(meaning AM radio) has dedicated tts time to 
several well-defined programs: newsreels, world 
and local news during the day and at special 
times: in the morning before going to work and 
while you are preparing yourself to leave for 
work, later after six o'clock when you are 
supposed to arrive home. In the afternoons and 
evenings, presentation of major league baseball 
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games during the U. S. season or in our winter 
season; local basketball games or NBA or old 
romantic music, nostalgia-wise, for the older 
people who still dream with they bygone times, 
remembering those beautiful songs they used to 
sing or listen to during their youth, avoiding the 
actual rock or disco music which makes no sense 
for them. Because of this, many local stations 
have been sold to religious groups, as the owners 
have seen themselves in bankruptcy and no longer 
able to support the stations, all advertisements 
going to TV or stereophonic FM. And these 
religious groups, as they collect a steady quota 
from their members, they always have enough 
money to support a radio station and spend the 
whole day and night with their talks and religious 


services. 


For Radio: 
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Hard Times =

JHOUGH a dedicated optimist, Randall Rarfis looks 
out from hts tiny AM radio station in Sarasota, Fla. 


and periodically wanders whether survival is posst- 

ble. When his father bought WSPB two years ago to 
air classicat music, the station was so unprofitable (hat its 
former owner had turned off the transmitter. Since then, at 
least two other stations In the city have “gone dark,” in 
industry jargon, and two more broadcast on and off as their 
owners search for successful formats. 

Mr. Harls says he doesn’t expect to see his first 
annual profit until] 1993, and he is working feverishly to 
persuade advertisers (hat classical music has an audience 
and that hig station's ability 10 broadcast in stereo makes it 
possible 10 overcome the notortous Inferlority of AM sound. 
But the comnpetition {s brutal: broadcast and cable televi- 
sion, daily and weekly newspapers, free shopping flyers 
and direct mail. “The future of radio is bright,” Mr. Harris 
contended. “But that’s 10 years from now, Right new, it's 
tncredibly difficult.” 

WSPB's story is relatively positive in today’s radio’ 
industry. Once the principal medium by which people 
received their news and entertainment, radio has become a 
sick industry where small stations ate falling in droves, 
forced Lo slash newsgaihering and original programming. 

The problems are much deeper than the current 
recession. Over the last decade, the Federal Communica- 
tions Commlssion has licensed 2,000 new stations, bringing 
the total to 10,800. Meanwhile, the growth of cable televi- 
sion, telephone marketing and other forms of advertising 
have spurred Intense competition for ad doltars. 

In financiat terms, the result has been a bloodbath. The 
National Association of Broadcasters estimates that most 
siations are losing money. Like the population of a troubled 
third world country, the radio industry has become divided 
Into two groups: the wealthy few and the impoverished 
many. According to N. A. B., the nation’s 50 biggest stations 
generate about 11 percent of the industry's revenues and 
about 50 percent of its profits. 

Once, broadcasters who had fallen on hard thmes 
would have been able to find an eager buyer for their 
licenses. No more. The F.C. C. reports thal 287 stations 
have simply shut down operations, 153 in the last year 
alone, because their licenses had beco'ne worthless. 

Hoping to stem the financial dec ine of commercial 
radio, the F.C.C. last week eased reguiations Hmttng a 
single company from owning more than one AM and one 
FM station in one chy and more than 12 of each nationwide. 
‘The new rules, a boon to big broadcasting companies, will 
enable a company to acquire as many as six stations ina 
single clty and as many as 60 stations nationwide. 

Most broadcasters argue that consolidation will help 
the Industry become more efficient, allowing It to cut costs 
and invest in expensive programming that reaches a 
bigger audience, while critics say it will enable a few big 
corporations to dominate. Bul even those who say the old 
Tules have become outdated admit that radio's Ils will not 
be solved Just by changing ownership rules 
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Smal} stations that remaim have cul back or dropped 
active newsgathering. "tt is unassailable that stations have 
been cutdng bavk dramatically en old Hitomi news 
gathering, enlerprise reporting, where reporters go oul aad 
cover slories,” sald Richard Bartlet, president of the 
Radio-I'clevision News Directors Association. 


Robot Stations 


Many small stations have virtually stopped airing any 
original programming at all. In the last year, a growing 
number of statlons have essentially been transformed into 
robot transmilters that broadcast materlal of more power- 
ful stations ¢isewherc. 

Broadcasters and the F.C.C. deserve part of the 
blame for thelr plight. AM slereo has been technically 
feasible for years, and many car radlos are equipped to 
receive it. But the Government refused o order the indus- 
try to adopt a particular standard in the earty 1980's, and 
broadcasters became split between two rival technical 
approaches. As a result, AM stereo was largety stillborn 
and failed to help stem the decline relative to FM radio. 

Meanwhile, soctat changes have compounded the prob- 
lem, The phenomenal rise of nationwide mass-merchandlse 
stores like Wal-Mart has dispiaced small-town retailers 
that once advertised heavily on radio. Big mass merchan- 
disers rely more on national advertising than local radlo. 

What may be the biggest challenge yet Is siill on the 
horizon: digital radio, which proponents say can offer the 
clarity of compact disks and may be broadcast from 
satellites within the next several years. 

Yet, just as the advent of television failed 10 stop the 
growth of radio, and just as videocassette recorders hardly 
Spelled ihe end of movie theaters, radio contanues to have 
certain unique advantages. It Js cheap, local and, at Icasi 
for now, the only form of broadcasting most people can
